Council Says

If you live in Sierra Madre, 
you cannot live in a trailer. Or 
if you live in a trailer, you can¬ 
not live in Sierra. 

Either way you look at it, it 
all adds up to the fact that 
City Council said no to a test 
case presented last Tuesday 
evening in City Hall by Van 
T. Pratt of Monrovia who, as¬ 
sisted by his wife, is doing his 
own building of a home at 281 
Sturtevant Dr. 

Pratt and his wife would like 
to live in a trailer on their 
building site during their con¬ 
struction work in order to keep 
an eye on materials and equip¬ 
ment that must remain there 
every night until completion of 
their home. 

The Pratts were accompanied 
at the Council’s meeting by 
neighbors who expressed their 
approval for, and sympathy 
with, the Pratts. Councilmen 
expressed regret that such ex¬ 
pressions were to no avail. 

The request was denied on 
the grounds that City Council 
has no authority to break the 
law. The law is based on ordi¬ 
nance number 391, passed here 
Dec. 27, 1938, which defines a 
building as “a structure hav¬ 
ing a roof supported by col¬ 
umns or walls, including all 
forms of vehicles permanently 
located.” , 

Other items on the Council’s 
agenda included complaints by 
Paul Bowerman, 707 N. Auburn, 
regarding Harold Spears, who 
is having the scenery changed 
on his property neighboring 
Bowerman’s through the use of 
land-levelling equipment that 
has scraped the earth into what 
may threaten, according to 
Bowerman, a debris flow onto 
properties adjacent. 

Councilmen, who had given 
Spears permission to create 
new lots on tract 17456 some¬ 
time ago, referred the matter 
to Fred Pack, city engineer, for 
immediate inspection and re¬ 
port. 

The same result was award¬ 
ed the complaint of Dr. Irwin, 
359 Grove, regarding the Gil- 
dersleeve subdivision on tract 
18337. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jack N. Smith, 
525 Brookside Lane, told Coun¬ 
cil they would not accept con¬ 
tract for operating the Canyon 
swimming pool this summer, 
until amendments were made 
in the contract to relieve them 
of some of the maintenance 
responsibilities. The Council 
offered to cooperate, with the 
result that the Smiths agreed 
to go ahead with their plans 
to open the swimming pool. 

Council also granted the re¬ 
quest of the Sierra Madre Red 
Cross Chapter to conduct a 
"School of Water Safety” at the 
pool, subject to the approval of 
the Smiths. The Smiths ap¬ 
proved.

Thus, the Fair went into full 
swing last night, swarming 
over the “ride” area, where 
trains, merry-go-rounds, ferris 
wheel, and other typical car¬ 
nival booths provided enter¬ 
tainment. 

In a tent nearby local firms 
provided displays of many de¬ 
scriptions, including a domestic 
science booth, and games and 
snack booths operated by or¬ 
ganizations who sponsored 
Queens. 

A feature of the show are the 
Airtour tickets, which Queen 
candidates have been selling 
for six weeks, and which will 
be sold up to Sunday night, 
entitling the holder to partici¬ 
pate in a contest for a $500 
8-day Airtour to Honolulu for 
two. The winning ticket will 
be announced Sunday night. 

Last night also featured the 
first appearance of the Sierra 
Madre Community Band, 40- 
member organization directed 
by Marie Oliva, which will pre¬ 
sent five other concerts during 
the summer season.

Reported In 
Sierra Madre 


Typhus has come to Sierra 
Madre. The disease, associated 
with' the historic “Black 
Plague,” was an isolated case, 
according to county health of¬ 
ficials, and has been cured. 

Doctors, along with others, 
soft-pedaled the case, reported 
May 7, lest the news cause 
panic. The disease, however, 
is not communicable. It is 
caused by infected fleas living 
upon rats anywhere in the city. 

The victim was Mrs. Paul 
Tate, 350 N. Lima, who says 
that quick diagnosis of the rare 
disease by Dr. Nathan Jacobs 
contributed much to her recent 
recovery. 

Typhus endemic murine, as 
it was diagnosed, is reported to 
be successfully treated by some 
of the newer antibiotics—.espe¬ 
cially chloromycidine.

EISENHOWER AND GOLD 

My recent interview with the 
President was, of course, of top 
importance to this column. We 
talked about the vital impor¬ 
tance of establishing sound 
money by restoring the full 
gold standard and what this 
policy means to prices, wages, 
savings and investments. 

Shaky money creates a shaky 
economy and a shaky economy 
can lose its balance without 
any apparent reason. If you 
could go to your bank and get 
gold for paper currency when 
you want it, money would be 
sound. The psychological ef¬ 
fect upon millions of Ameri¬ 
cans would restore confidence 
in the honesty and integrity of 
the Federal Government. 

Every man or woman work¬ 
ing for salary or wages, every 
insurance policy holder, every 
farmer, every merchant and 
thousands of bondholders know 
that inflation is destroying 
their incomes and savings. 
Making our dollar redeemable 
in gold coin at $35 per ounce 
will end further tampering with 
and repudiation of our money. 

The GI who bought a United 
States savings bond in 1943 
thought that it would be worth 
$100 in 1953 but he guessed 
wrong—he gets on each bond 
only $52 in purchasing power. 
The other $48 has gone with 
the wind. He’s been swindled 
by his own Government. He 
knows it and he isn’t happy in 
that knowledge. 

Literally thousands of my 
constituents have replied to our 
questionnaire in favor of im¬ 
mediate adoption of the gold 
standard, a proportion of over 
8 to 1, and they’re still coming. 

THE BOMB EXPLODES 

The non-stop trips to and 
from the Nevada Proving 
Ground, to bo briefed on atomic 
energy, atomic bombs, and to 
witness the explosion, was our 
first official trip out of town, 
and it was tremendously worth¬ 
while. 

A Congressman called upon 
to vote huge sums can’t pos¬ 
sibly know all about every¬ 
thing, but certainly he should 
know as much as he can. Con¬ 
siderable study of nuclear en¬ 
ergy and a comprehensive 
briefing at Desert Springs still 


didn’t provide much conception 
of the enormity of the destruc¬ 
tive power of an A-Bomb, nor 
its awe-inspiring spectacle. A 
vast amount of scientific data 
on results, what was done or 
not done, was collected, classi¬ 
fied and studied as a result of 
each test. 

The hard costs of the thing 
are large, but when we con¬ 
sider it would take 10,000 
planes and 20,000 tons of high 
explosive bombs to deliver the 
destruction of just one atomic 
bomb, the cost seems relatively 
low. 

It’s terrible to consider our

tection to every home. 

The program is a practical, 
long-term one. We cannot leave 
out the possibility of Atomic 
war but we can "Stand By” 
prepared for any disaster in a 
wholesale way. 

We can be thankful that the 
wardens who organized for the 
last war didn’t have to be 
called upon to perform the du¬ 
ties they were ready for— 
bombed cities. With three 
faults criss-crossing the Pasa¬ 
dena area, earthquake is a rea¬ 
son in itself to become a “team- 
member” in the Civil Defense 
program. 

To become one of the War¬ 
dens — fire, rescue, welfare, 
medical or messenger—will not 
take up busy time for you. On 
a “stand-by” basis it is simply 
a channel to direct important 
information to qualified per¬ 
sons. 

In any disaster everyone 
pitches in to help. A “standby” 
C. D. program is therefore a 
frame-work, one that is solid 
enough to build on should dis¬ 
aster strike in any form. 

Wardens will be given identi¬ 
fication cards. The cards will 
get them through fire and po¬ 
lice lines. They are your con¬ 
tact with C. D. Central Control 
Center. 

Raydef—radiological defense 
—another C. D. service for you, 
will be detectors installed in 
all municipal cars. 

Conelrad—control of electri¬ 
cal radiation—the 20-30 second 
alternate frequency, which will 
prevent bombs being flown in 
on radio beams, is still another 
service for you. 640 and 1240 
on your radio dial will be the 
only stations you will receive 
messages from in time of dis¬ 
aster. 

The city and state has 
worked for you, thoroughly and 
efficiently. The residential 
neighborhood unit organization 
is on your shoulders. It. is up 
to you to be as thorough and 
efficient as your city and state. 
The Pilgrims had a perfect 
Civil Defense program: They 
called it NEIGHBORLINESS.

Paris, France, 

May 9, 1953. 

May in Paris! I suppose the 
heat is still on in the swanky 
joints, but in other places—in¬ 
cluding hotels, homes, apart¬ 
ment houses, etc., etc., it is 
turned off on April 15 and if 
the weather turns inclement, 
“button up your overcoat.” 
Hasn’t snowed the last two 
days, but might just as well 
have. 

Spent two days at a subur¬ 
ban “comfortably fixed” gentle¬ 
man’s rented house — 30 min¬ 
utes by French rail from Paris 
(15 minutes by PE if they had 
one), 45 minutes on the "local" 
—we took the "express.” Nice 
house, three stories, of stone, 
as they all are. Furnace was 
turned off. Fireplace in living 
room accommodated six bri¬ 
quets at a time, no more. Ev¬ 
eryone but us seemed to be 
used to it. Second floor had 
three bathrooms — one with 
footbath and wash-stand, one 
with wash-stand and.tub, one 
with a toilet! Another toilet, 
period, downstairs. I don’t get 
it, either. 

"Gas" Trucks Haul Wine 

In a village about the size 
of Sierra Madre — streets just 
barely wide enough for two 
American cars to pass, altho’ 
there were no American cars, 
of course, so your European car 
could pass the busses and 
“gasoline” trucks (which we 
discovered were carrying wine, 
not gas). Houses built right 
to the curb, which was two feet 
wide in most places, altho’ less 
in some. 

We bought meat, vegetables, 
fruit, wine, bread, milk, butter 
and eggs on a shopping expe¬ 
dition and had to go to six 
stores! And to a seventh for 
cigarettes. No wonder Euro¬ 
peans go wild over our super¬ 
markets and “drug stores.” The 
largest store was about the size 
of Hatry Lange’s front office. 

Find Folks Frugal 

These people are frugal. 
Even in the type of house we 
were in there was a box for 
used matches, and the pilot 
light under the water heater is 
turned off if you are to be gone 
more than two hours. And it 
was top-flight—had an electric 
refrigerator. There are not even 
ice boxes in apartment houses 
which rent furnished (and are 
gosh-awful if the one we saw 
was any criterion) for $150 a

month, and the average white 
collar or working stiff simply 
can’t afford one. So they all 
shop twice a day, and if your 
butcher knows you and is hon¬ 
est he will warn you to cook 
this meat for supper, not for 
tomorrow. And carry your own 
shopping bag —you won’t get 
one from the markets. Harold 
Roberts would like that. 

The downtown department 
stores all wheel their counters 
out onto the sidewalks under 
their marquees—even the best 
ones — with cash registers and 
sales people. And each village 
has a market day when stalls 
are set up in the squares, or in 
front of the church — row on 
row of them, with anything 
you would want to buy. 

Whole Families Board Bikes

We’ve seen—or heard of — 
the darndest things re locomo¬ 
tion. Everyone rides bikes, 
motor-bikes, motorcycles, putt- 
putts, or walks. Unless you’re 
wealthy, in which ease you can 
afford an "auto.” I read one 
ad: 90 mph. 40 miles to the 
gallon, 6 HP! But mostly bikes 
—and the whole family goes, 
thus: father, mother and big 
sister on the two-place bike, 
baby brother and sister in a 
cart trailing behind; or grand¬ 
dad pumping, and grandma 
sitting and knitting in her 
rocking chair, on a platform 
built out on the front of the 
handlebars; or ma, pa and five 


kids in the car and the baby in 
her carriage lashed on top to 
the luggage rack! It’s simply 
unbelievable. In France, the 
government pays you, for every 
baby over 2, so much a month 
until 18, and by the time you 
get 7 or 8, it is quite a respec¬ 
table sum, plus enormous dis¬ 
counts on everything you buy 
and all travel. So— 

Wary of Inhaling Gauloises 
American cigarettes cost 60 
and 70 cents a pack; so have 
been using a French one, called 
Gauloises (pronounced Goiewa, 
more or less) for 20c. After a 
week, can inhale ’em more or 
less slowly without choking to 
death, altho’ once in a while 
I forget and drag fast and turn
